OPA: 
Farm Prices 

Passed by the senate as part of 
a bill extending OPA for one year, 
& provision requiring that farm pro- 
ducers be granted cost plus profit 
headed for rough treatment in the 
house, with Pres. Harry S, Truman 
joining to oppose the amendment 

Drawn by Senators Wherry (Neb.) 
and Shipstead (Neb.) and adopted 
by a 87 to 80 vote, the cost-plus pro- 
vision stipulates that “it shall be 
unlawful to establish or matntain 
agninst the producers of any live- 
stock, grain or other agricultural 
commodity a maximum price... 
which does not equal all costs and 
expenses (including all overhead 
expenses, a return on capital and 
an allowance for the labor of the 
producer and family) . . . plus a 
reasonable profit thereon, 

While President Truman de- 
scribed the provision as bad and 
hoped the house would knock it 
out, other critics declared that it 
would create confusion by replacing 
the present parity formula, scaling 
farm prices according to general 
costs. Countering this argument, 
Senator Wherry said the provision 
would apply if parity prices failed 
to meet expenses, 


SUGAR: 


Set Quotas 


Though distribution of sugar 
through the first five months of 1945 
exceeded that for the same period 
in last year, the War Food adminis- 
tration fixed rigid quotas for govern- 
ment and civilian users for July- 
August-September, with the home 
front obtaining 10,000 less tons than 
at present, 

From January through May, dis- 
tribution of sugar totalled 2,955,906 
short tons eompared with 2,747,543 
last year, it was revealed. 

Reflecting criticism that the im- 
pending sugar pinch has resulted 
from loose allocations, of the com- 
modity in the face of over-optimism 
over supplies, figures showed that as 
of June 2 raw’sugar stocks amount- 
ed to 275,746 short tons compared 
with 442,234 last year, the beet 4n- 
ventories totaled 374,052 short tons 
as against 465,222. 


Bombs Take Heavy Toll 

A commander in the famed U, S. 
21st bomber force in the Marianas, 
Col. Alfred F, Klaberer, estimated 
that 500,000 Japanese had been 
killed in B-29 raids on Tokyo, with 
the possibility the figure might even 
be 1,500,000. “Look at Yokohama,” 
he said. “One minute it is there and 
the next it has disappeared, I believe 
we killed 250,000 there.” 

Because burns caused by B-29 fire 
bombs require the care of two or 
three people and the Japanese lack 
the personnel to attend to the in- 
juries, one 21st force medic opined 
the death rate must be enormous, 
Klaberer said. 


SAN FRANCISCO: 


Peace Force 

With French delegate Joseph Paul- 
Boncour declaring that the confer- 
ence was erecting ‘‘the keystone of 
the peace structure,"’ the United Na- 
tions meeting in San Francisco 
moved to approve plans for the first 
international army, navy and air 
force in history. 

Directed by a military staff com- 
mittee, with regional sub-commit- 
tees throughout the world, the world 
peace force may draw on one-third 
of the U. S.’s present army and 
Navy, American authorities re- 
cently estimated. All members of 
the United Nations will have to grant 
the international force free right of 
passage through their territory in 
the event of hostilities, 

Use of the peace force will be 
subjected to the unanimous ap- 
proval of the Big Five—the U. S., 
Britain, Russia, China and France— 
and a majority of the security coun- 
cll of 11. 


SHIPYARDS: 
Workers Needed 


The rush of workers to peacetime 
jobs is seriously impeding the con- 
struction as well as repair of war 
vessels, the navy revealed, with 
the situation equally serious in both 
west and east coast shipyards. 


With damaged vessels recely- 
ing first call on facilities for re- 
pair, the building of new ships 
necessarily must await their fix- 
ing. With the Brooklyn navy 
yard in need of 5,000 additional 
workers at once, the new 27,000- 
ton aircraft carrier Reprisal is 
five months behind schedule and 
the Oriskany is about half com- 
pleted. Approximately 3,000,000 
man days of work will be re- 
quired on the super 45,000-ton 
flattop Franklin D, Roosevelt. 


Both east and west coast shipyards 
have been losing about 600 em- 
ployees a month in the shift to 
peacetime jobs, with the tight man- 
power situation in the west reflected 
by the necessity to tow the famed 
flattop Franklin to Brooklyn for re- 
pair,

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CASE OF INFANTILE 
PARALYSIS IS FOUND 
IN COFFEE COUNTY 

A case of infantile paral- 
ysis was reported from the 
Goodman community on Ju- 
ly 15. Alabama now has 
more cases than any state 
in the country in proportion 
to population and because 
we have raised a crop of 
new children since the out- 
break of 1941 we have 
been expecting cases in this 
erea, 

Failure to take precau- 
tions now is not only foolish 
but criminal negligence. 
There will be needless crip- 
pling of children in this area 
because some people: 

1. Keep open toilets with- 
cut regard to the safety of 
others. 

2. Visit the sick without 
being sure the case is not 
catching. 

8. Give children water 
out of filthy open wells. 

4. Do not get prompt med- 
jeal care when the 
first shows symptoms of: 

a. Stomach upset. 

b. Loose bowels. 

ce. Fever, 

d. Sweating. 

e. Headache. 

f, Drowsiness followed by 
irritability. 

g. Slight redness of throat. 

h. Flushing. 

i. Or any combination of 
these. 

The paralysis may not de- 
velop for a week after the 
above symptoms, but the 
earlier the case can be diag- 


nadsed and the earlier the 
child is put to bed, the less 


severe is the crippling per- 
manent damage. 

Every community should 
have an organization to take 
action when infantile paral- 
ysis strikes. The Health De- 
partment has no intention 
to go around trying to get 
people to sanitate and iso- 
tate cases. Because the bow- 
el discharges of cases and 
their contacts carry the 
cause of the disease all such 
bowel discharges should be 
disinfected and buried and 
not put into a toilet from 
which flies can carry the 
disease cause to other peo- 
ple. Diapers should be 
washed and boiled and the 
wash water boiled or pour- 
ed into a hole and covered. 
A post hole is a much safer 
toilet than most people have.

SAVED MORE THAN 
400 AMERICAN LIVES 


Atlantic City, N. J.—Ar- 
my Air Force pilots flying 
Navy airplanes may seem 
like a pretty silly idea, but 
it doesn’t seem so silly when 
you learn that the Air-Sea- 
Rescue squadron that Maj. 
Benjamin B. Mathis, of El- 
ba, Ala., was commander of, 
pullel more than 400 Amer- 
ican airmen out of the Pa- 
cific in 11 months. 

“That was our job,” said 
the major, who is now await- 
ing reassignment at the AAF 
tedistribution Station No. 1 
here. ‘We flew these Cata- 
linas along on every bomb- 
ing mission the 18th Air 
Force made, just to have an 
amphibious plane there in 
case any of our planes were 
downed by the Nip ack-ack. 

“And plenty were. In the 
94 missions I flew, I made 
seven rescues, saving the 
lives of 42 men who would 
otherwise have had to take 
their chances against Jap 
fighters, or Naval vessels, or 
even just the open sea. 

“We flew with complete 
medical equipment on board 
and in most cases we even 
had a flight surgeon along, 
just in case any of the flyers 
we pulled out of the ocean 
were injured. Many times 
the doctors being there im- 
mediately after a crew was 
shot down was_ responsible 
for saving some of their 
lives.” 

Major Mathis, who wears 
the Air Medal with seven 
Oak Leaf Clusters, is now 
undergoing medical and per- 
sonnel examinations at this 
station to determine where 
he can best fit into the AAF 
set-up and continue to aid 
the war effort.

Ptc. Curtis J. Pope, whose 
wife, Mrs. Clara Mae Pope, 
lives at 109 Smith Avenue, 
Elba, Ala., is home on fur- 
lough, says thet Publie rela- 
tions Office of the 104th In- 
fantry. 

While fighting with the 
“Timberwolf” Division, he 
participated in the North- 
crn France, Rhineland and 
Central Europe campaigns. 

The 104th Infantry (Tim- 
berwolf) Division was the 
first to travel directly from 
the States to France. Little 
more than a month after 
landing, the Timberwolves, 
led by Maj. Gen. Terry Al- 
len, went into the line and 
remained in continuous 
combat for over six months. 
After fighting with the First 
Canadian Army in the suc- 
cessful Holland campaign 
which opened the port at 
Antwerp to Allied shipping. 
the Timberwolves took their 
place in the First Army line 
at Aachen. In a slashing 
campaign that was featured 
by night attacks, the Divi- 
sion drove through the in- 
dustrial Eschweiler area, 
then assaultboated the Roer, 
pushing ahead to take Co- 
logne. 

Once across the Rhine at 
the Ramagen bridgehead, 
the Division stabbed furi- 
ously into the heartland of 
the Reich, taking part in the 
Rhur pocket encirclement. 

The final phase of Tim- 
berwolf combat in Naziland 
saw the men of the 104th 
racing to the Mulde River 
where the last remnants of 
the Wehrmacht were crush- 
ed between the Russians and 
the American First Army 
making that sector the first 
in Germany to be cleared 
and completely conquered. 

This victorious division 
which has never given an 
inch is in the States now. 
While here, combat veter- 
ans will be granted fur- 
loughs and will then be giv- 
en training to prepare them 
for further batties in the Pa- 
cific against the Japanese,

FARM SAFETY WEEK 
BEING STRESSED BY 
SOIL CONSERVATIONIST 


The Soil Conservation 
Service, in cooperation with 
other Agricultural Agen- 
cies in Coffee County, is 
making a special effort to 
encourage safety on the 
farm, according to J. T. Al- 
britton, Work-unit Conser- 
vationist in the Wiregrass 
Soil Conservation District. 

Carelessness is a big fac- 
tor in the tremendous loss 
we have from fire, depreci- 
ation of farm machinery, 
great loss in livestock, and 
human lives on the farm. 

Prevention of accidents is 
not only a matter of person- 
al concern to farm families, 
but is still an important con- 
sideration in the farm war 
production program. 

The National Safety Coun- 
cil reports show millions of 
man days lost that would 
aid in helping to feed our 
Allied countries. Through 
practice of safety measures, 
virtually all of this lost time 
could be avoided. 

Rapid progress has been 


made in reduction of acci- 
dents in Industry, as a re- 
sult of organized safety 


programs. But virtually no 
progress has been made in 
the reduction of accidents 
en the farm, where the rate 
is extremely high. 

Now that labor is scarce 
on most farms and increased 
machinery used, lost-time 
accidents present a serious 
economic as well as a per- 
sonal problem. With farmers 
working longer hours, ac- 
cidents are likely to increase 
unless every safety measure 
is used.

GOD'S PROMISE OF A NATION 

LESSON TEXT —Genesis 17:1-10, 

GOLDEN TiuXT—I will establish my 
covenant between me and thee and thy 
seed after thee in their generations for 
an everlasting covenant, to be a God 
unto thee and to thy seed after thee.— 


Genesis 17:7, 

God keeps His promises, It may 
have appeared that God had forgot- 
ten, but He had not, and in our les- 
son we find Him ready to fulfill His 
promise, 

We need to learn the lesson of 
patience, of awaiting God's time for 
the carrying out of His purpose, He 
is not in any hurry, but He always 
arrives on time, If we travel life's 
way with Him, all will be well. 

Abram found the fullness of God's 
blessing because he sought His will 
for life and service. We find him 

I, Walking in God’s Plan (vy. 
1) 12) 

The place of blessing is not in 
some cloistered refuge where the 
circumstances of life and its prob- 
lems cannot disturb us. It is out 
in the daily walk with God, in the 
home, the office, the shop. 

What is God's plan for the life of 
the believer? Just what He told 
Abram; “Be thou perfect.’ Noth- 
ing less will do, for He is a perfect 
God. His law is perfect (Ps. 19:7). 
He requires a perfect obedience to 
the perfect law (James 2:10), This 
was His standard for Abram, and it 
can be no less for us, 

How shall we attain to it? Only 
in Christ can we meet and fulfill 
God's plan of perfection, 

That means that as followers of 
the Lord we are to seek His power 
for the outworking of His grace in 
our lives. We are not to be content 
with a Christian life on a low stand- 
ard or lacking any of the graces 
which God can give us. 

We, too, must recognize that if God 
is to give us His full measure of 
blessing, we must walk in accord 
with His will, walking in the light 
as He is in the light (I John 1:7). 
Much of the failure and impotence of 
present day spiritual life is ex- 
plained by the willingness of Chris- 
tians to live imperfect lives. 

II. Talking of God’s Purpose (vv. 
3-8). 

Abram fell on his face in adora- 
tion and worship. In reverence and 
humility, he put himself in the place 
of subjection and service, 

What happened? ‘'God talked with 
him’’ (v, 3). This man was ready 
for a holy conversation with the 
Lord. His attitude of body was only 
the outward expression of an atti- 
tude of heart which was right. So 
God and he talked about the purpose 
of the Lord for Abram’s life. 

He had been Abram, which means, 
“exalted father,’’ that is, of a family 
or a tribe; now he became Abraham, 
“the father of a multitude.” ‘ 

This is the first of many instances 
in Scripture Where a name was 
changed by God to mark an impor- 
tant event, or a change of heart, 
For example, Jacob “the supplant- 
er’’ became Israel, ‘‘a prince with 
God" (Gen. 32:28); Simon became 
Peter, ‘'a rock’’ (Matt. 16:17, 18). 

The letter to the church at Per- 
gamos speaks of the one who over- 
comes in Christ’s name as having a 
new name written which no man 
knows save he that receives it (Rev, 
2:17). The believer on Christ is a 
changed man, a new creature, 
whether his name be changed or not, 
God wants to change men—has 
He changed you? 

The promise is renewed to Abra- 
ham, It was to his ‘‘seed,” that is, 
his descendants. He took the bless- 
ing from God's hand, accepting 
things that as yet were not, as 
though they were. God is able to 
make them come to pass (cf. Rom. 
4:16-18), 

Il. Trusting God’s Promise (vy. 
9, 10). 

Down through the ages every man 
in the great host to descend from 
Abraham was to bear the outward 
token that he belonged to the cov- 
enant people. This was to be a sym- 
bol of and to lead the recipient 
into that attitude of heart which 
would bring outward rite into ful- 
fillment as an inward reality. 

Observe that after Abraham, it 
was always the parent who thus 
brought the son into the covenant. 
This speaks of the parental respon- 
sibility to bring the little children to 
the Lord, and it also gives us the 
precious assurance that God is in- 
terested in the children and ready 
to receive them at the hands of par- 
ents, taking them into His own ten- 
der care, 

Thus down through the genera- 
tions, Israel was to show their faith 
in God, their assurance that He 
would keep His promises to them, 
and their consequent eagerness that 
their families should be counted into 
the covenant with God. 

Christ is ready and eager to un- 
dertake for our children, His grace 
is sufficient, not only for us, but also 
for those who come after us, His 
promise is to our ‘‘children's chil- 
dren" (Ps, 103:17, 18), ‘tof such as 
keep His covenant.’’ Let us trust 
Him, and put ourselves and our chil- 
dren in that place of obedience 
where He may bless us and them,

JITTERY JAPS: 
Get More So 


Japan homeland has become jit- 
tery over continued large-scale air 
assaults against Tokyo and other in- 
dustrial centers of its islands. 
Broadcasts, changing from hour to 
hour, all indicate that Japan ex- 
pects invasion of the mainland at 
any minute by Allies. 

Military spokesman for Japan ad- 
mitted that to defend the islands 
{t would be necessary for the Im- 
perial government to devise some 
adequate defense of the homeland 
against continued air attacks, 


Navy Score 


The U. S. navy alone has de- 
stroyed more than 17,000 Japanese 
planes since Pearl Harbor, Under- 
secretary Artemus L. Gates of the 
navy has reported. During the same 
period the American fleet plane loss 
has been approximated at 2,700, It 
is believed that the army has ac- 
counted for as many Jap planes, 
considering the large number in 
the last few days. 

Navy carriers now total nearly 100 
with a tonnage of 1,250,000, the 
largest single portion of total com- 
bat tonnage. More than 26,000 air- 
craft built since Pearl Harbor were 
deployed to the fleet last year. 


TYPHOON: 
Hits U.S. Fleet 


Five weeks after a raging typhoon. 


lashed Admiral Halsey’s 3rd Fleet 
with 138-mile-an-hour winds virtual- 
ly every damaged ship (there were 
21 hit) was back in action, ‘The 
havoc wrought by the storm was de- 
scribed as greater than any Jap 
blow ever administered to the fleet. 


The cruiser Pittsburgh miracu- 
lously stayed afloat after its bow was 
torn off in the churning sea. It has 
now been refitted for action. 


Among the damaged ships re- 
paired and back in action were three 
fast battleships and two Essex class 
carriers, Only one life was report- 
ed lost. 


Adm, Chester Nimitz’ announce- 
ment of the incident did not specify 
where the typhoon struck but pre- 
sumably it was in the western Pa- 
elfic area between Okinawa and the 
Philippines, This area is known as 
the ‘'typhoon cradle” where violent 
storms strike without warning. 


JAP HOSPITAL SHIP: 
In Bad Shape 


A Japanese hospital ship, boarded 
by an American naval party was 
found to be dirty and overrun with 
vermin, Food and medical supplies 
were entirely inadequate for the 
1,000 patients, who had been re- 
moved from Wake Island under 
truce, 

Many of the Japs appeared to be 
starving. A doctor admitted that 
many would die during the night. 
While the sick men were kept 
clean, the wards and galleys were 
filthy and insect-infested, and the 
standard of cleanliness on the ship 
was below par everywhere, A stench 
emanated from the ship that could 
be smelled 1,000 yards away. 

Curiously, the Jap officers were 
polite and anxious to please. The 
skipper offered American officers 
tea and liquor. He was interested 
in American baseball, as he had 
played third base on a Jap navy 
team, and was especially inter- 
ested in the present standing of 
the Yankees, 


CONVERSION POST: 


To Treasury 

The Office of War Mobilization 
and Regonversion will become a 
part of the treasury department 
when Fred M., Vinson, present direc- 
tor, becomes secretary of the treas- 
ury, according to Washington, 

Vinson has already indicated that 
he intended to keep his top OWMR 
personnel, Eventually treasury of- 
ficials look for a further consolida- 
tion of some of the independent fiscal 
agencies into the treasury, 


BLEED THROUGH 
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TRUMAN: 
And Big Three 


Through chilled North Atlantic 
waters, President Truman arrived 
in Potsdam to keep his rendezvous 
with Prime Minister Churchill and 
Marshal Stalin. 

It is believed that they will be 
concerned with problems dealing 
with control of Germany, planned 
on long-range basis; disposition of 
territories—Italian and some 30 dis- 
puted boundaries to be settled; 
political and economic questions, 
including Italy peace terms, what 
to do with Spain and other ‘'neu- 
trals,"’ which might include Japan. 

Diplomats say that the Big Three, 
while discussing the San fFran- 
cisco conference, their present work 
will not tie in directly with the 
West Coast conference and United 
Nations charter. 


Berlin Rule 


The rule in Berlin has been split, 
and for the first time the American ! 
and British military governments 
have moved in and taken up their | 
responsibilities in the German capi- 
tal. 

Rules and regulations established 
in American and British zones of 
Berlin, as established by the Red 
army, will remain in effect until 
General Clay and General Lyne and 
their staffs can formulate perma- 
nent methods of operation. Russian 
policy has been declared to be 
more realistic than those adopted 
by other Allies in other sections, and 
high sources seem to think there 
will be little change made in Ber- 
lin. 

Each Allied military government 
will provide food, coal and other 
necessities from their part of oc- 
cupied Germany to take care of 
German civilians within Berlin, 
There will be exchanges of differ- 
ent kinds of goods among the Brit- 
ish, American, French and Russian 
authoritles due to scarcities of 
some items in different sections, 


BIG HOMECOMING: 
Ahead of Schedule 


When eight transports docked in 
New York one day in mid-month, 
they brought back 35,000 happy vet- 
erans of the European war—the 
largest number returned in a single 
day since V-E Day.. Twenty-eight 
thousand soldiers were Americans, 
7,000 Canadians. Five infantry regi- 
ments, a hospital unit, various 
groups of the 8th air force, and nu- 
merous smaller units were among 
the arrivals, The number of troops 
now back in the states is approach- 
ing the half million mark, 

The giant Queen Mary carried 
more than 15,000 men, _ includ- 
ing 6,000 of the Canadian contingent. 
The West Point, which is the navy’s 
largest transport, had 7,600 soldiers 
aboard, and the John Ericcson about 
the same number. Three thousand 
men came home on the James 
Parker, and four smaller trans- 
ports returned a total of 1,500. 


Aboard the West Point were 33 
men who were not happy about the 
trip. They were Japanese diplo- 
mats taken into custody in Europe. 

An unlisted passenger was Nat- 
ale Piavallo, nine-year-old Italian 
orphan, who was smuggled aboard 
the General Bliss by soldiers of the 
8th division, He was liberated from 
a German prison camp by Ameri- 
can troops. He will be placed in a 
private home pending decision of 
immigration authorities.

New Chairman 

Representative Wood (Dem., Ga.) 
has been elected by the house to 
the chairmanship of the committee 
on un-American activities, succeed- 
ing Representative Hart (Dem.,, 
N. J.), who resigned due to ill 
health, 

Representative Rankin, who has 
been acting chairman of the group 
since Hart resigned, called Repre- 
sentative Wood, outstanding and one 
of the finest Americans in the house, 
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PLENTY POINTS: 
But Still In 

Bighty-five points doesn't neces: 
sarily mean immediate release from 
the army, as all soldiers know, The 
trouble is, their families don't real- 
ize the catch, Thousands of men 
who have served long and valiantly 
are classed as ‘essential’? and are 
being held indefinitely, In many 
cases they are having a hard time 
explaining to their wives just why 
they aren't coming home soon, 

One captain stationed in Germany 
with an occupation unit has 127 
points. His wife is so sure that he 
could return to the states if he 
wanted to that she is threatening 
divorce, She thinks that he wants to 
stay because he has fallen for 
some German woman, Chaplains 
report that dozens of such cases 
reach them every week, Morale is 
suffering seriously, 


CHARTER: 


Moves Along 


The United Nations charter, meet- 
ing with almost no opposition before 
the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee, went to the senate for what is 
sald to be certain acceptance 
without modifications. The commit- 
tee ended its sessions by a parade 
of supporters of the charter, after 
listening to a few individual out- 
spoken opponents. 

Final witnesses before the com- 
mittee included Philip Murray, pres- 
{dent of the CIO and William G, 
Carr, president of the National Edu- 
cation association as well as Nor- 
man Thomas, Socialist party leader, 


The speed with which the charter 
has been handled indicates that 
the United States will become the 
first nation to officially approve 
the charter or to pass on it in any 
form. 


NEW WAC CHIEF: 


Hobby Resigns 


Col. Westray Battle Boyce has 
been named director of the wom- 
en’s army corps, following resigna- 
tion of Col. Oveta Culp Hobby, who 
was the first head and organizer of 
the service, 


Colonel Boyce was employed for 
eight years in federal agencies in 
Washington before she joined the 
WACs. She served as a company 
officer and in public relations work. 
In North Africa she was WAC staff 
director. During the last few months 
she has been chief assistant to Colo- 
nel Hobby. 

Colonel Hobby, wife of former 
Governor Hobby of Texas, and 
mother of two children, says she 
wants to return to civilian life to 
make a home for her family. 


CHINESE GAINS: 
On Mainland 


Doggedly battling Chinese troops 
have recaptured two former U. 5S. 
air bases in Kiangsi province, it 
was announced by the Chinese high 
command. The important Jap base 
at Kanchow is being encircled, it 
was said, with fighting going on 12 
miles outside the town, This com- 
munications center is about 250 
miles north of Hong Komg. In 
another sector, the Chinese are ap- 
proaching Wuchow, Japanese sup- 
ply base 130 miles west of Canton 
on Sikiang river. Capture of this city 
is a major objective. 

New advances are being made in 
Hunan province, where the Japs are 
pulling back toward Paoking. They 
are now only four miles outside the 
town, which guards the approaches 
to the Jap-held rail junction of 
Hengyang. 


AUTOS: 


Ration Free? 


More autos will be available to 
the public by March 31 than origi- 
nally planned—at least enough to 
bring announcement from Henry P, 
Nelson of the War Production board 
that they would be ration-free. 

They will still be hard to get how- 
ever due to a serious shortage of 
tin. The present quotas called for 
some 690,000 new cars by next 
March 31, which is not much more 
than 10 per cent of the market de- 
mands. Thus while cars may be 
placed on ration-free lists, little hope 


| is held out that many will be able 


to secure the family car they have 
been saving for. 


BEEF: 
Grass Fed 


Cattle fattened on grass in Okla- 
homa and Kansas are beginning to 
enter the markets in sizable num- 
bers. About 280,000 head have been 
put to graze on the blue stem grass 
lands. It is expected that the steers 
will gain from 200 to 350 pounds on 
the green feed. 

Ordinarily beef from the grass 
country rates as B grade or worse, 
Animals that would come up to A 
grade if finished on corn are being 
grass fed because of the scarcity of 
grain, Commission men think the 
grassy beef will sell for 13 to 14. cents 
a pound. 


MALARIA CONTROL: 


Daily ‘‘delousing’’ of Manila by 
low-flying aircraft with DDT, the 
wonder insecticide, has resulted in 
a sharp decline in the fly, mosquito 


and other pests among its unwant-- 


ed population, with a material lower- 
ing of the number of malaria cdses 
reported. 

The planes, mostly transports, fly 
at rooftop level, spraying the city 
with a fine mist composed of DDT, 
The same method has been used ef- 
fectively on the New York City 
beaches. The supply is still limited,
